The drone is the male bee,
snd when his services nre not roguired
bo is killed and thrown from the hive,
The quoen lays her oggs in cells built
for hor by the workers, who are sex-
Jors bLees, In large cells the eggs
hatolh into drones; in the small ones
into workers. The quoen is fed, the
voung beon esrod for and the house
work of the establishment is done by
bees too yonng for flight or mo old
that their wings will not hear them
on their honey-gnthoring flighta. The
quoen rarely allows n rival, and if a
new queen is hatohad, n swarm almost
immediately goes out from the parent
hive, or else the original queen or thes
new one must perish. There hava been
instonoes jwhere two queens dwell
peacefully in one hive, but arrnuge-
ments are ko rare that thoy may be
looked npon ns phenomenal,.—New
York Ledger.

He Leaped for Lite,

story of an escape from the bite of o
ull{unnlm which he once had: I
was up in Calaveras County flshing
along the Stanlslans.

Althongh progressin this direction in
onr conniry has been alow, tho report
says by the waning of forest supplies,
and ns the railrond compsnies begin
mare and more to assume s perma-
nent and less speenlative oharaotar, it
onan bo a question of only a short time
when ihis saving of forcst sapplics
will be foreed upon them, insuring
groater efficioncy and finnl economy.
